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LLS FOR INVESTIGATIVE AUDIT 


In unprecedented action Tu- 
esday night the Elba City Coun- 
cil, following an executive ses- 
sion, passed a motion calling 
for a full investigation audit 
of the City of Elba and the 
Water and Electric Board. 
Councilmen Sam Sawyer and 
Charles "lis se been dele- 
gated ‘ie jo of electing a 
qualified CPA firm to conduct 
the audit. Police Chief Jack 
Smart was instructed to assign 
a police investigator to work 
with the auditors in any way 
needed throughout the complete 
audit. This special audit has 
the wholehearted approval of 
the members of the Light and 
Water Board. 

The Councilmen took this 
action after reportedly reveiw- 
ing a file of information accu- 
mulated by the Elba Police De- 
partment over a period of sev- 
eral weeks. Reports reaching 
this newspaper indicate that the 
first suggestions of possible 
wrongdoings were uncovered 
by an Elba policeman quite by 
accident while investigating an- 
other matter. 


A prepared statement by 
Councilman Owen Ziglar on 
behalf of the group at Tues- 
day night’s council meeting 
read as follows: 

The statement that I am a- 
bout to read has been prep- 
ared merely for the purpose 
of preserving the record. Over 
the weekend of September 2-4 
the present council, both indi- 
vidually and collectively, has 
been made aware of certain 
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allegations involving the Office 
of the Mayor, the Office of the 
City Clerk, and the office of 
the Superintendent of the Water 
and Electric Department of the 
City of Elba concerning pos- 
sible omissions, misfeasance, 
nonfeasance and malfeasance 
in these offices. 

After careful deliberation 
and consultation among and be- 
tween council members, as well 
as well as with the Water and 
Electric Board, the City Att- 
orney, the City Judge, and the 
Chief of Police, the council, 
acting collectively,has decided 
to request an executive session 
for the purpose of airing the 
allegations made. 

Two things should be made 
clear: 

Ie The council is acting 
collectively in taking this ac- 
tion and I am the collective gr- 
ou; spokesman. 

2. The council makes no 
charges,condemns no man,con- 
dones no action,nor makes any 
judgement as to the allegations 
pending the results of the ex- 
ecutive sessions. 

I move that the council re- 
tire into executive session. 


Following the executive ses- 
sion, Ziglar continued with; 

Continuing as spokesman for 
the Council, having met in ex- 
ecutive session the council has 
considered the allegations 
made as to the Office of the 
Mayor, the Office of the City 
Clerk and the Office of the 
Superintendent of the, Water 
and Electric Department. A

copy of'all allegations have 
been presented to these named 
offices and to each councilman. 

To dispel or confirm the 
allegations, rumors, hearsay 
and innuendo the council (and 
those offices against whom the 
allegations are made) feel the 
following actions should be ta- 
ken immediately: . 

1. All relevant facts should 
be ferretted out. 

2. An independent investi- 
gative audit should be con- 
ducted of the records ofthe Ci- 
ty and of the Water and Elec- 
tric Department dating from 
October 1, 1968 to present. 
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from completely destroying the 
city-wide, family-like close- 
ness that makes Elba such a 
wonderful place to live and 
raise children to be the ad- 
ults we would like them to be. 

The fact that a strong sense 
of right and wrong is the only 
pressure necessary to carry 
out the probe speaks well for 
those with the authority. They 
too know the impact of this 
news article. They have all 
cooperated with this news- 
paper 100% to insure that an 
accurate story was released 
when the story broke into the 
headlines. They concluded that 
a news story written without 
complete facts or released pre- 
maturely could easily tarnish 
innocent people unnecessarily. 
We concurred completely, wh- 
ich has led to a free flow of 
facts and opinions to this news- 
paper. 


3. Chief Smart is instructed 
to assist and aid the audit in 
any manner possible, including 
the assignment of an officer 
to aid the audit. 

I move that three steps be 
taken: 

1. All relevant facts should 
be ferretted out. 

2. An independent investi- 
gative audit should be con- 
ducted of the records ofthe Ci- 
ty and of the Water and Elec- 
tric Department dating from 
October 1, 1968 to present 

3. Chief Smart is instructed 
to assist and to aid the audit 
in any manner possible, includ- 


ing the assignment of an offi- 
cer to aid the audit; and fur- 
ther that Councilman Charles 
Ellis and Councilman Sam Saw- 
yer obtain the services of those 
necessary to conduct the audit 

The motion was seconded 
and passed unanimously. 

While the Councilman 
and Water Board members have 
expressed hopes that the alle- 
gations are not true, they felt 
the charges were serious e- 
nough to warrant a full in- 
vestigation to bring out the 
truth in the matter. The city 
officials have been informed 
that there are strong indicat- 
ions of City funds and mat- 
erials being misused over a 
period of several years. 

To preserve the reputations 
of at least some of our city 
‘employees it is necessary to 
report that implicated (to vary- 
ing degrees) in the alledged 
misuse are Mayor Jack Brun- 
son, Water and Electric Super- 
intendent Donald Stewart and 
City Clerk Tom Dyess. 

As most of the original al- 
egatiors were related tothe El- 
ba Light and Water Department 
this newspaper asked members 
of the appointed Board about 
the procedure for purchasing 
supplies and approving bills for 
payment. The following is the 
normal procedure followed. 

All purchases are made th- 
rough numbered purchase or- 
ders with Superintendent Stew- 
art issuing puchase orders up 
to $100 and Mayor Brunson 
signing all P. O.’s over $100. 
(it was assumed until last week 
by several members that City 


Last Tuesday morning, Sep- 
tember 4, at 10:40 a.m. the 
Bank at Kinston, Alabama,was 
robbed of between $20,000 and 
$30,000 by three masked men. 

The robbery became appar- 
ent to Mr. Edward Malloy, who 
was across the railroad from 
the bank, when he heard some- 
one holler that the bank was 


-being robbed. He continued 


across the railroad toward the 
bank and saw the car - a red 
1964 Chevy 2, Geneva County 
License No. 34-3814. It was 
parked in the space reserved 
for a police car and was head- 
ed out of the parking space 
and out of town. 

He then saw the three men- 
all wearing masks, and maybe 
something on the arm of one; 
but he said he could not tell 
if they were white or black. 

“As I walked into the street 
to get the tag number, one of 
them looked at me and said 
’Get down,’ and waved his gun 
at me. I got down, and if he 
had said so, I would have got 
down lower!”, said Mr. Malloy. 

Realizing a robbery was tak- 
ing place, President of the 
Bank Callaway, who was in a 
back room of the bank, ran out 
the back to get the police. One 
of the robbers hollered at him, 
he fell down, then got up again. 
He made it to the Fabric Cen- 
ter, next door to the bank and 
called the Opp Police. 

Other employees in the bank 
at the time of the robbery be- 
sides Mr. Callaway was Robert 
Akins; Myra Mullins, Cashier; 
and Sue Keith, teller. : 

Taking part in the drama 
also were two customers, Mrs. 
Myrtle Sanders and Mrs. Billy 
Simmons. Mrs. Sanders had 
just completed hertransaction, 
and had money in her hand wh- 
ich the teller had given back 
to her. The robber told her 
and Mrs. Simmons to lie down 
on the floor, and when Mrs. 
Sanders went down, she took 
her money with her, clutching 
it in her hand under her! 

A bystander, Houston Martin, 
was near the bank, and was 
told to “step aside.” He said 
he got out of the way. He re- 
lated that one of the men had 
on an orange raincoat and was 
blonde, and that all of them 
had guns and wore black and 
red masks. : 

Mr. Tommy Martin was st- 
anding in front of his grocery 
store which adjoins the bank. 
He saw them get out of the car 
and go into the bank. He then 
went running to the hardware 
store nearby to get something 
to stop them with, but the guns 
at the hardware store were 
locked up, and by the time he 
got one, loaded it and ran back, 
they were gone. 

Another participant on the 
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scene was Mr. C. C. Patter- 
son. Mr. Martin had been 
helping Mr. Patterson with his 
groceries, and Mr. Patterson 
was walking by the bank when 
he heard “Alright you boys, 
get back down the street.” He 
backed up, then when they went 
into the bank, he went on to 
his truck and sat down. 

“When I walked by, the rob- 
ber at the first teller window 
looked out and ‘sure did eye 
me’ as I went by,” said Mr. 
Patterson. He told the FBI 
that the men were all white, 
and ranged in age from 25 to 
28. 

As the robbers left the bank, 
Mr. Patterson said they drove 
within 10 feet of him as he sat 
beside his truck. “The dri- 
ver had pushed his mask asi- 
de to drive,” said Mr. Pat- 
terson, “and I saw him good. 
He was blond. The other two 
had black hair.” 

Mr. Callaway had just been 
to the Post Office with his 
Postage Meter and paid for 
$200 worth of postage. This 
was $200 the robbers missed. 

Still another to be drawn into 
this daylight robbery was Miss 
Libby Kimbro She was st- 
anding in front of the bank when 
the men came out. When ask- 
ed by this reporter “What did 
you do?”, Miss Kimbro re- 
plied “I just’ stood there and 
watched that man point a gun 
at me.” 

And tailing the episode was 
Mrs. (Harold) Ruth Wise, wife 
of State Representative Harold 
Wise. Mrs. Wise decided to 
follow the car as it left town. 
She is employed at the Post 
Office in Kinston, and was in 
the Fabric Center when Mr. 
Callaway ran in. When he was 
unable to get the police at 
first try, she got in her car 
with the intention of going for 
them herself. Then when the 
robbers drove by, she took off 
behind them. ; 

“There were two in front and 
one in back,” said Mrs. Wise, 
“and they kept looking back at 
me all the time.” She follow- 
ed them to the point where they 
turned off the Elba-Kinston 
Highway toward Holley’s Store. 
They stooped then, and she con- 
tinued straight down the high- 
way toward Elba, as they kept 
watching her. 

Another Kinston citizen, Mr. 
John Wood, then followed the 
trail where the three menturn- 
ed off the road into the woods, 
and told law officers 


Officers found the masks 
and raincoats and four bags of 
silver, amounting to approxi- 
mately $1,000. They also found 
tracks where two ofthe men had 
gone down toward the river, 
and at presstime, they had dogs 


on the tracks of the two. But 
it was ‘not known if they kept 
going or came back and got in 
the car. The third man appa- 
rently left in the get-away car, 
according to investigating offi- 
cers, because the car was not 
at the scene in the woods. 

Why didn’t the alarm sound 
to warn of the robbery? And 
why didn’t the camera take 
pictures of the men as they 
came into the bank? 

Officials at the bank said 
that the alarm system had been 
giving them trouble, going off 
and on, and they |had it turned 
off. ' 
As for the camera - well, 
the employees said they were 
too frightened and just didn’t 
th « about stepping on the 
pedal.

Clerk Tom Dyess issued many 
of these Purchase Orders, but 
Dyess reported to the group 
that he has been told that this 
was not his job.) 

When bills are presented for 


payment, Dyess checks the in-, 


voice against the purchase or- 
der and if this is O. K.,he 
then presents these bills to the 
Water and Electric Board 
Members at their regular mon- 
thly meeting. 

When asked about the pro- 
cedure for approving bills the 


board members noted that com- . 


mon sense would tell anyone 
that a part time board mem- 
ber could not pass judgement 
on each and every purchase 
and had to rely on the hired 
personnel to present only pro- 
per bills to the group. The 
Board can only ask questions 
about unusual purchases or un- 
usually high bills. It is noted 
by a board member that only 
a full time “bird dog” could as- 
sure complete accounting of 
materials and funds. 

Members of the Water and 
Electric Board are appointed 
by the City Council and serve 
staggered terms. Usual prac- 
tice in Elba is for the Mayor 
and two councilmen to serve 
along with two businessmen ap- 
pointed from “outside.” The el- 
ected officials usually term- 
inate their position on the Bo- 
ard when their elected term of 
office is over. Currently serv- 
ing on the Board are Mayor 
Brunson, Councilman Sam Saw- 
yer and Ben Carpenter and 
Mr. Lamar S. Rainer, Jr., and 
Mr. Charles Hayes III.

The Dothan Social Security 
Office is trying to locate those 
persons who may be eliglible 
for supplemental cash benefits 
beginning in January 1974, ac- 
cording to Ted A. Gamble, Dis- 
trict Manager. To qualify, you 
must be age 65, disabled, or bl- 
ind and with limited resources. 
Even persons receiving soc- 
jal security benefits may be 
eligible if their income is un- 
der a certain level, Gamble 
Said. 

The new program is called 
Supplemental Security Income 
and will be administered by the 
Social Security Administration. 
It is completely separate from 
Social Security and cash bene- 
fits are paid from Federal gen- 
eral funds. Benefits paid thr- 
ough this new program are de- 
Signed to help those with low 
incomes. 

We are especially interest- 
ed in locating those persons 
who were denied benefits un- 
der the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security program, 
and those presently receiving 
only small _ social security 
benefits, Gamble said. Tolearn 
if you may be eligible contact 
the Dothan Social Security Of- 
fice as soon as possible. If 
you live on the Dothan exchange 
dial 794-3161.

COOPERATION IS BETTER THAN FORCE 


If there ever was a time when industry and government 
should cooperate in making a new law work for the bene- 
fit of employees and the general public, the time is here 
and now, 

In 1970 Congress passed the Occupational Health and 
Safety Act with the praiseworthy purpose of reducing job- 
related accidents and sickness. It has taken since then to 
organize the bureaucracy, and employers are just now 
beginning to feel the full crunch of governmental enforce- 
ment. The trouble is that the law is many pages long and 
it has generated complicated rules and regulations that, it 
is said, would fill a 17-foot bookshelf. Large companies 
with legal staffs and safety experts have been busy trying 
to interpret what they have to do to live up to the regula- 
tions. Small and medium-sized companies depend on the 
general advice of their trade associations and wait in trepe- 
dation for the OSHA inspectors to show up in a surprise 
Visit. 

The inspectors have the power to levy stiff fines on the 
spot and even close down plants found in violation—a 
traumatic experience for employer and employee alike 
which benefits no one. 

There is a sensible proposal introduced by Sen. Peter 
H. Dominick (R.-Col.) for amending the Jaw so that em- 
ployers can consult with OSHA inspectors in advance 
about violations which need to be corrected. This would 
give companies a chance to know specifically what they 
are expected to do and to make the necessary changes 
before the OSHA-man starts levying fines and stopping 
production.

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Minimum Wage Bill Is Inflationary 


Congressman Bill Dickinson 


Both the House and Senate 
recently passed an increased 
minimum wage bill. Some- 
time after Labor Day this bi- 
ll will be sent to President 
Nixon for action. The President 
would be well advised to veto 
this legislation. 
um wage is politically popul- 
ar, at least in theory, I vot- 
ed against any such action. I 
believe the bill soon to come 
out of Congress will create 
more problems than benefits 
and will open the Pandora’s 
box of inflation. 

As approved by the House 
and Senate, this legislation wo- 
uld raise the minimum wage 
from $1.60 to $2.20 and ex- 
tend it to seven million wor- 
kers not now covered, among 
them teenagers, persons over 
65 and domestic workers. Se- 
rious complications will arise 
if this legislation becomes 1- 
aw. 

First, and most obvious th- 
ere is absolutely no need for 
anything that will contribute to 
further inflation. A 37 per 
cent increase in the minimum 
wage will do precisely that. 
A great many workers are at 
the minimum wage level and 
the increase would mean that 
inflationary purchasing power 
would be greatly expanded. 

Second, and in many resp- 
ects more serious, minimum 
wage increases have historic- 
ally had a paradoxical effect 
they often work to the disa- 
dvantage of the people they a- 
re intended to help. Big la- 
bor, which lobbies ardently f- 
or them, doesn’t gain much b- 
eyond political accomplishment 
virtually all union labor is p- 
aid well above the minimum 
wage. But minimum-wage w- 
orkers in marginal jobs oft- 
en find that a hike simply e- 
liminates their jobs and thus 
reduces their income from m- 
arginal to nothing. 

Domestic work, for exam- 
ple, is not paid out of the 
coffers of huge corporations, 
but from the budgets of ord- 
inary citizens. If a housek- 
eeper is now paid $12.80 f- 
or an eight-hour day, and t- 
he law suddenly requires a ju- 
mp to $17.60, the employer m- 
ay decide that he or she ca- 
nnot manage it. The house- 
keeper may be dismissed, or 
her hours may be reduced to 
avoid an increase. Either w- 
ay, there is no benefit. 

Although this legislation con- 
tains limited exemptions for 
college students--youth, stude- 
nts and blacks have always 
been the first to experience 


an increase in unemployment 
when the minimum wage was 
increased. 

Older persons trying to su- 
pplement Social Security and 
pension income will find the- 
ir employment opportunities d- 
ecreasing as employers iind 
their financial resources res- 
trained. 

As I talked with hundreds 
of people in the Second Dis- 
trict during the August cong- 


ressional recess, they echoed: 


these same concerns--loss of 
jobs and inflationary impact. 

In the best of all possible 
worlds, a high and universal 
minimum wage would be ma- 
rvelous. But this is not the 
best of all possible worlds, 
and a higher minimum wage 
at this time would be a mis- 
take.

During the next six weeks 
thousands of Coffee County peo- 
ple are going to be involved 
in harvesting peanuts, corn, 
soybeans, hay and other crops. 
This reminds me that Jerry 
Motley of Route One, Chancel- 
lor, had an accident about a 
week ago which broke his foot 
and hurt his legs. The trac- 
tor aJmost completely whip- 
ped hit. 

Here is what he said: “I 
was standing in front of the 
rear tire talking to the driver, 
This is the normal position 
to talk to the driver. I have 
stood this way for a number 
of years. I turned to walk 
off and thought of something 
else and turned back to talk. 
At the same time he drove 
off and the wheel caught my 
right foot. I was dragged tothe 
ground and the tractor finished 
running over that foot and also 
the left leg. My neighbor 
Harry Wesley told me that 
standing in front of those big 
wheels while the tractor en- 
gine is running is just like 
having a double-barrelled shot- 
gun cocked and pointed at you. 
A lot of times the driver sits 
holding the clutch in with his 
foot with the tractor in gear. 
Just geylittle slip and you can 
be dead. {1 could have been 
pulled under and killed. I 
won't ever walk up to the side 
of another tractor, and stand 
in’ front of those big wheels 
while it is running.”

CATTLE MARKETING 


Farmers know best when 
to sell their cattle. Market- 
ing is an individual activity 
because of the different ages 
and types of cattle to be sold. 
Dan Linton, marketing special- 
ist at Auburn, advises cattle 
producers to ‘follow the nor- 
mal marketing pattern in sell- 
ing their calf crop, For ex- 
ample, if you sell in early 
August, and September, this 
might be the best time of the 
year for you. According to 
Linton, price drops usually re- 
sult in farmers rushing to mar- 
ket to sell before more de- 
clines, and this would tend to 
lower the prices. However, 
conditions are different this 
year which make decisions even 
harder to make. 

Linton also says that farm- 
ers who have light calves mig- 
ht want to consider carrying 
them through the fall and win- 
ter. He says that a 300-po- 
und calf at 85¢ a pound will 
bring $255 while a 650-pound 
calf at 50¢ a pound will bring 
$325. Thus, a producer can 
take a 35¢ a pound negative pri- 
ce while doubling the weight 
ofa calf and yet obtain $70 
more in total dollars. 


GROWING FIGS 


Fig trees are good to have 
around the home, They are 
widely adapted to soils in 
Coffee County. In fact, they 
are more adapted than proba- 
bly any other fruit tree. They 
require little care. There are 
several different ways to use 
figs. Actually, a single tree 
will usually produce enough 
to meet the needs of an aver- 
age family. 

To be successful, plant a 
variety such as Celeste or 
Brown Turkey. ‘Brown Tur- 
key ripens over a longer per- 
iod than the Celeste. Plan 
where trees will receive full 
sunlight most of the day. Pla- 
nt during the winter time and 
prune them to keep them from 
getting too big.

CATTLE MISTAKES 


Cattle producers make mis- 
takes just like other people. 
A fellow told me recently that 
he had lost a couple of heifers 
during the past year at calving 
time. According to him, these 
were young heifers that were 
bred when they were entirely 
too small!! 

J. R. Speed, our livestock 
specialist, said, “Too many 
producers are letting the bulls 
stay with the cow herd year 
around. Some breeds of cat- 
tle come in heat at an early 
age and are being bred entire- 
ly too young. Heifers should 
weigh at least 700 pounds be-

CHEESE 


Is cheese a staple food at 
your house? Cheese can be 
eaten as a snack, an appeti- 
zer, a main dish ora dessert 
either alone or combined with 

many other foods. Andit comes 
in more than 400 varieties, so 
you can try many different 
kinds in a variety of ways. 

Americans eat a billion po- 
unds of cheese each year, and 
about one-tenth of the milk pro- 
duced in the U. S. is made into 
cheese. And over one-half of 
all the cheese eaten is Amer- 
ican cheddar cheese. Swiss, 
cream cheese and Italian che- 
ese are the next most popu- 
lar brands. 

Cheese is a complete mus- 
cle-building protein food andis 
one of the least expensive pro- 
tein rich foods. In fact, one 
pound of cheddar cheese has 
1 1/2 times as much protein 
as the same amount of lean 

meat. 

The lower the moisture con- 
tent of the cheese, the harder 
the cheese. Hard cheese usu- 
ally contains 30 to 45 per cent 
moisture and soft cheese has 
about 45 to 75 per cent mois- 
ture. 


CANNING 


If you want to can just a 
few jars of vegetables you may 
be able to use your pressure 
saucepan as a mini-canner. 
The larger pressure sauce pans 
generally hold about 4 pint jars. 

But there are some things 
you need to check to see if 
your sauce pan can dothe same 
job.

When using the saucepan for 
a canner you may need to add

There 
has been a 34% decrease of 
patients in Searcy Hospital 
within the last year. 

In January 1973 the first 
full time satellite clinic was 
opened in Enterprise with of- 
fices in the Coffee County Hea- 
Ith Department. It employs a 
full time psychologist and full 
time secretary. 

The second full time satel- 
lite clinic was opened on July 
16 at 101 Conecuh Street in 
Greenville. This unit will ser- 
ve the people of Butler and 
Crenshaw counties. It has a 
full time counselor and sec- 
retary 

On July 5, 1973, a transi- 
tional home was opened on South 
3 Notch Street in Andalusia. It 
now has eight residents who 
were transferred from Searcy 
Hospital at Mount Vernon. The 
home is supervised by a coor- 
dinator and live-in house par- 
ents and has the services of a 
consulting physician. Searcy 
Hospital provides the services 
of Mr. Richard Hearn, psy- 
chologist, one day each week 
He also serves with the pro- 
bate judges and other agen- 
cies to determine if a patient 
should be committed to a st- 
ate hospital 

Also operating in Andalusia 
since March 5, 1973 is an Al- 
cohol Detoxification Unit. It is 
housed in a mobile home ad- 
jacent to the home on South 
3 Notch Street. This is a vol- 
untary admission treatment pr- 
ogram with the clients being 
treated on a 24-hour basis 
After they are discharged, th- 
ere is a follow-up program 
which includes individual and 
family counselifig. This unit is 
Staffed by a consulting physi- 
cian, one registered nurse, one 
licensed practical nurse, and 
two paraprofessionals. 

The active case load for the 
four county catchment area is 
645, with a total of 145 under 
18 years of age and 500 who 
are eighteen and over.

Conservation Commissioner 
Claude D. Kelley announced’ 
recently that the centralized 
boat registration system that 
was to have gone into effect

The central boat registra-

Now this may be 
a costly mistake. 

I would like to take a few 
minutes to explain to those 
who do not have access to 
public sewage disposal sys- 
tems. Doubtless, you want a 
system that can give years of 
trouble-free service. 

Within Coffee County we have 
land developers who are help- 
ing to develop rural communi- 
ties or suburban areas for 
that matter. There are th- 
ose who have returned to Cof- 
fee County only to live within 
the! rural or suburban areas. 
And last but not least, there 
are Army personnel station- 
ed at Ft. Rucker who are re- 
tiring or planning to retire 
and live out in the fresh air, 
as one might say “to get away 
from it all.” 

I would like to point out 
some factors to consider for 
Septic tank sewage disposal 
systems. The most satisfac- 
tory system probably is one 
in which the sewer line leads 
to an underground septic tank 
in the yard, and the over- 
flow from the tank disperses 
over a fairly large area th- 
rough the drain tile or per- 
forate pipe. The tile or pipe 
is laid in trenches or in a 
seepage bed and covered with 
soil. The soil is planted to 


grass and no part of the sys- 
tem is visible. 

Such a system should func- 
tion well for many years, if 
it is properly installed and 
maintained, and if the soil in 
the disposal area is satisfac-

tory. If the soil is unsatis- 
factory, the sewage dispqsal 
system will not work proper- 
ly regardless of how well it 
was constructed and installed. 

When an individual or land 
developer invests in a lot or 
tract of land where a septic 
tank sewage disposal system 
is to be used, the first thing 
to consider is whether the soil 
is suitable for absorbing and 
filtering the liquid sewage that 
flows from the septic tank. 
Some soils absorb the effuent 
rapidly, other soils absorb it 
very slowly. The septic tank 
effuent must be absorbed by 
the soil, otherwise, unfiltered 
Sewage may reach the surface 
or may contaminate ground wa- 
ter. Unfiltered Sewage which 
seeps above the surface smells 
bad and attracts flies and in- 
sects. These fly-breeding ar- 
eas can be a source ofdisease. 

Many sewage absorption fie- 
Ids have failed to work proper- 
ly because the soil is either 
poorly drained, too sloping, or 
so compact that the absorp- 
tion rate is very slow. 

The Coffee County Soil Sur- 
vey’s report, when published, 
will point out limitation of soils 
for use as septic tank absor- 
ption fields. Although this re- 
port is not yet completed, soil 
scientist with the Soil Con- 
servation Service, located at 
the Agricultural Complex in 
New Brockton, can give some 
assistance to locating a suit- 
able area for septic tank dis- 
posal systems, or point out 
where sewage disposal systems 
will not work. 

The last thing I would like to 
call to your attention is the 
fact that a person needs to 
have his soil checked before 
he buys property to build on. 
Don’t wait until it’s too late 
as I have already mentioned, 
or until the ballgame is at 
half-time and decide you mi- 
ght have a problem. This is 
very expensive.

Routine 
City Council 
Actions 


The regular meeting of the 
Elba City Council held on Tues- 
day night, September 4th, was 
the meeting from which all the 
call for an investigative audit 
of the city’s books originated. 

However, this is not the only 
action taken by the group. In 
other action, the Council heard 
a report by Captain Ray Nor- 
ris and Secretary Fred Moore 
of the Elba Rescue Squad. The 
men reported on the status of 
the Squad and noted that only 
14.5% of the calls made by the 
Squad are paid for by the pa- 
tients transported. The Res- 
cue Squad can’t force anyone 
to pay a bill, but needs these 
funds to operate as they must 
operate on donations alone. The 
men themselves donate their 
time. 

The Council also discussed 
with representatives of the Sea- 
board Coastline Railroad prob- 
lems at various railroad cros- 
sings within the city. 

The Council was also infor- 
med by City Clerk Tom Dyess 
that Jack Sondergaard had re- 
signed as Airport Manager to 
accept a position with the Elba 
Country Club. No replacement 
has been named at the airport. 

A lengthy discussion con- 
cerning renting both- the Rec- 
reation building at the city 
pool and the Legion building 
resulted ,in certain rules being 
set up. The Legion building is 
available to the public for re- 
unions and such at a charge of 
$30 and clean-up of the area 
afterwards, and only when not 
being used for other recrea- 
tion purposes. The building 
at the city pool is available 
for $10 and clean-up, and only 


~after.5 p.m. 


It was agreed by the Council 
to pay the lights at the high 
school football field for up to 
ten nights of Little League foot- 
ball. 

The Council approved a bill 
from the architects of the city 
parks program for $4677.00, 
and were told that their plan- 
ning work was 80% complete. 

Unfortunately the Council 
then began another discussion 
of the oft discussed garbage 
fees charged in Elba. This 
time it was in regards to the 
local supermarkets and Elba 
Packing Company. No deci-- 
sion was reached and repre- 
sentatives of these firms were 
invited to the September 18th 
meeting to continue the dis- 
cussion, 

Needs for a new fire truck 
were discussed but no action 
was taken and a proposal for 
rezomiug some property was 
sent back to the zoning board 
for additional description. 

The group then heard a re- 
port from City Clerk Tom 
Dyess on needs for additional 
fire plugs in certain parts of 
the city. It was determined 
that approximately $7500 would 
be the cost to run some ad- 
ditional 6” water lines and. 
added fire plugs in the Dr. 
Roberts Street area, behind 
Free’s Store in the Lawford 
Subdivision, and on Brookdale 
Avenue. The Council voted to 
recommend to the Water and 
Electric Department that th- 
ese things be done as soon as 
possible. 

The Council also approved a 
plan to support a local com- 
mittee’s efforts to get private 
donations to rebuild the gaze- 
bo at the Evergreen Cemetery. 

The cemetery matter was the 
final action before the council 
went into executive session to 
discuss with Mayor Brunson, 
Superintendent Stewart and City 
Clerk Dyess the plans for the 
full audit.

The reso- 
lution read as follows: “Be 
it resolved, that it be the po- 
licy of the Water and Electric 
Board of the City of Elba that 
no member or employee of 
this Board, nor any member 
or employeé of the Governing 
‘Body of the City of Elba or 
any of its Boards or Bran- 
ches, shall be allowed to pur- 
chase for their personal use 
any item in the name of or 
in any way through, the Wat- 
er and Electric Board of the 
City of Elba.” 

Vice Chairman Lamar Rain- 
er, Jr., presided over the meet- 
ing due to the resignation of 
Mayor Jack Brunson.

Activity around the Elba 
City Hall has been at a here- 
tofore unheard of rapid pace 
for the past week following 
the announcement last Tues- 
day night that the City Coun- 
cil was calling for an inyes- 
tigative audit of the books of 
the City and the Light and 
Water Board. 

The Councilmen and mem- 
bers of the Light and Water 
Board met Thursday night with 
auditors. Starting Friday, they 
met almost continuously throu- 
ghout the day , and night, and 
again Saturday morning. They 
also met Sunday night, Monday 
morning and Monday night. All 
of these meetings were climax- 
ed Tuesday night of this week 
when the group released a joint 
statement to the various mem- 
bers of the news media pre- 
sent explaining just what ac- 
tions had been taken in the 
matter. 

The statement, reprinted 
below in its entirety, confirm- 
ed the rumors flying around 
Elba that the three city off- 
icials implicated in the an- 
nouncement last week had re- 
signed their positions and made 
restitution for the items list- 
ed in the original police re- 
port. This action resulted in 
the Council deciding not to 
continue with their planned 
special audit. 

The news release, as well 
as the individuals speaking pri- 
vately to this newspaper, str- 
esses that this is the best ac- 
tion to get the matter over 
and return all city functions 
to an even keel. 

The resignations of Mayor 
Brunson and Light and Water 
Superintendent Stewart were 
effective last Saturday and City 
Clerk Dyess will remain inof- 
fice until January 1st to help 
the respective boards put into 
operation the planned changes 
in operations. 

The actual amounts of the 
restitutions from the resign- 
ing three officials are: Stew- 
art - $469.75; Brunson’ -- 
$354.00; and Dyess - $225.00. 
According to the minutes of 
the City Council, these funds 
have already been paid to the 
City. 

Immediately after Mayor 
Brunson’s resignation last Sat- 
urday, Mayor Pro Tem Charles 
Ellis assumed the office of 
Mayor until the City Council 
elects a person to hold the pos- 
ition for the remaining three 
years on the present term. 

Below is the statement re- 
leased jointly by the City Coun- 
cil and the Light and Water 
Board: 

It is with a sense of pro- 
found regret that the City Coun- 
cil and the Water and Elec- 
tric Board issue this joint 
statement. The investigation 
and action recently called for 
by this group into a misuse 
of city property and/or funds 
has resulted in restitution of 
same. 

At a specially called joint 
meeting Saturday morning, 
September 8, the Council and 
the Water and Electric Board 
accepted the resignations of 
the Mayor and of the Super- 
intendent of the Water and 
Electric Department, respec- 
tively, said resignations being 
effective immediately. 

As is the case with human 
frailty there are differences 


-in kind, as well as in degree, 


of invoivement in the resigna- 
tions. With this in mind the 
City Council and the Water 
and Electric Board accepted 
.Tuesday night, September 11, 
the resignation of the City 
Clerk, said resignation being 
effective December 3lst. The 
Council and the Water and El- 
ectric Board feel that in view 
of the facts as they presented 
themselves, this action is in 
keeping with fundamental con- 
cepts of human kindness and 
dignity. The City Clerk has 
expressed the opinion that in 
view of the widespread allega- 
tions of wrongdoing involving 
his position that his office 
cannot operate effectively in 
the long run without this ac- 
tion. In this the Council and 
the Water and Electric Board 
concur. 

There will be those who will 
cry foul, those who will now 
ask literally for blood; yet 
the Council and the Water and 
Electric Board feel that the 
vast majority of citizens will 
join in a mature Christian 
view of the entire situation, 


Resign-Pay Money To City 


Study the aftermath, and then 
join in the viewpoint reached 
by this body charged with the 
responsibility of taking posi- 
tive action. The viewpoint 
reached after literally hours 
of meetings is that the par- 
ties have been hurt enough 
by the publicity and the col- 
jective action taken. Resti- 
tution has been made to the 
City. Further action will now 
in all probability not only be 
redundant, but also tear the 
fabric of Christian decency 
that binds this community to- 
gether. The heartfelt feel- 
ing is that the actions taken 
are in the best interest of 
the entire community. 

Now that the wrongs have 
been righted appropriate steps 
are being instituted so that 
the situation can never re- 
occur. This body is now for- 
mulating a policy, to be made 
an operating principal at City 
Hall, that elected officials and 
employees will not be allow- 
ed to purchase items through 
the City’hereinafter. 

The Council and the Water 
and Electric Board boldly as- 
sert that the slate appears now 
clean, the matter concluded, 
and this City can now pro- 
gress effectively into the fut- 
ure. To succinctly paraphrase 
the words of the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy, “Let the word 
go forth that the torch has 
been passed” to others and we 
ask you to join us collective- 
ly in binding the wounds of 
our City, join with us in hum- 
anitarian aims of forgiveness 
of the wrongs, and we implore 
you to join with us as we now 
continue as a united, progres- 
Sive community. 


Council Must 
Appoint Mayor 


- No Election 


Several questions have ar- 
isen this week in the wake of 
Mayor Jack Brunson’s resig- 
nation from his elected posi- 
tion as Mayor of Elba. There 
have been some questions of 
“Will they call a special elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy in the 
Mayor’s office”? The answer 
to that question is NO. The 
Alabama code does not allow 
for a special election, accord- 
ing to legal advice given this 
newspaper. 

The Alabama code spells 
out that the remaining elect- 
ed officials will appoint a 
Mayor. They can appoint one 
of their own body to the posi- 
tion and then appoint someone 
outside to fill the vacancy on 
the Council or they may appo- 
int someone outside their body 
to fill the Mayor’s office. Wh- 
ichever route a city council 
takes, the term of office is 
only for the unexpired term 
of the resigned or deceased 
mayor. 

Mayor Pro Tem Charles 
Ellis has informed the other 
councilmen that his jobat Dor- 
sey Trailers demands his full 
time and he will not be able 
to function as Elba’s Mayor 
more than a few days.

The City Council voted Tues- 
day night to select a permanent 
mayor at the first regular 
meeting in October unless a 
special meeting for that pur- 
pose is called beforehand.

meeting.
